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A mother’s heartache 


Shock follows news 
of soldier son’s fluke 
Afghanistan accident

Anne Snyder recently had a con¬ 
versation with her son about the 
dangers of deployment, but she 
never imagined the fluke accident 
that would end up claiming Capt. 
Jonathan Snyder's life. 

"I said, 'JJ, you could go at any 
time,'" said Anne Snyder from her 
Halifax home on Gladstone Street 
as she sorted through photos of the 
young man. 

He told her when his number's 
up, his number's up, she remem¬ 
bered. 

"But to think," she said, her voice 
beginning to tremble, "a well." 

The 26-year-old officer was on 
his second tour of duty in 
Afghanistan and died Saturday 
night after falling down a deep 
well while on night patrol in the 
Zhari district of Kandahar 
province. 

Army officials believe he drowned. 

Snyder shared fond memories 
and photos of Jonathan, pointing 
out one taken with his brother 
when they were both little boys, 
Jonathan dressed in army gear. 

"He always wanted to be in the 
army," she said with a smile. 

Snyder will fly to Trenton, Ont., 
today to attend the repatriation 
ceremony for her son.

She said when she heard the 
news of his death, it was very 
much a shock, even though he'd 
been serving in Afghanistan since 
2006. 

"He lost several members in his 
platoon, but always excelled," she 
said, beaming with pride. 

Snyder said Jonathan was pop¬ 
ular, athletic and was quite a per¬ 
former in his youth. 


Edmonton based 

Capt. Jonathan Snyder was a 
member of 1st Battalion Princess 
Patricia’s Canadian Light In¬ 
fantry, based in Edmonton. 


He performed in provincial 
singing festivals and sang and 
danced in community productions 
during his high school years. 


The young man grew up in Pen¬ 
ticton, B.C., where he met his high 
school sweetheart and fiancee, 
Megan Stewart, whom he planned 
to marry in December. 

His mother said when both her 
sons, Jonathan and Adam Snyder, 
had grown up and moved away, 
she moved back to Halifax, where 
she was born.

Group vows to fight 
Common proposal

Friends of the Halifax Common are 
ready to fight for the view tonight. 

At the city council meeting 
tonight they'll be speaking out 
against a proposed 19-storey devel¬ 
opment on South Park they say goes 
against the Halifax Common Plan.

They say the building will cast 
shadows and direct winds towards 
Victoria Park and the Public Garden. 

A vote from council tonight could 
make or break the development. 

"Council ought not to (approve 
it) based on what the current reg¬ 
ulations are, but they continue to 
make exceptions to their own reg¬ 
ulations," Cameron said. 

"There's not any vision on the 
part of council. It would be exciting 
though if they did turn it down." 

Cameron has no idea which way 
city council is leaning and neither 
does Downtown Coun. Dawn Sloane. 

"Basically I'm waiting to hear 
from the public." 

She said she hasn't yet made up 
her mind, but is aware there are 
strong opinions both for and against 
the development in her constituency.

Three killed in collision 


New father among 
victims of crash 
along Highway 103

Sunday should have been 
Jamie Hetherington's first Fa¬ 
ther's Day. 

The father of an eight- 
month-old girl was one of 
three killed in a head-on colli¬

Hetherington's father, for¬ 
mer Halifax municipal coun¬ 
cillor Bruce Hetherington, said 
his son was "ecstatic" about 
his daughter's birth. 

He loved martial arts, fish¬ 
ing and working for the past 
six years as a booking consta¬ 
ble for the Halifax regional po¬ 
lice. 

"It's too short a life — 33 
years — it's just too short a 
life," said Hetherington, who 
was a Dartmouth councillor

for 22 years, until 2004. 

"I've always said all those 
100-series highways should be 
twinned, but I understand it's 
dollars and cents and people 
will continue to have acci¬ 
dents."

Jamie and his sister-in-law 
Kelly, 20, were riding in his 
2000 Jeep.

Flags at the Gottingen

Hetherington worked, flew at 
half-mast yesterday. 

"It's a sad day here," 
spokesman Const. Jeff Carr 
said. "We deal with tragedy on 
a regular basis, but it's differ¬ 
ent when it hits close to 
home."

Toronto, said the 30-year- 
old will appear in the Col¬ 
lege Park courts this 
morning. 

"He's fac- 
ing robbery, 
forcible con- 
finement, 
disguise with 
intent and 
possession of 
property ob¬ 
tained by 
crime," 

Crawley 
said. 

And those 
charges will 
be dealt with 
first, he said. 

"The bot¬ 
tom line is 
they'll be 
proceeding 
on the 

charges here 
first." 

The Toronto charges stem 
from an attempted robbery 
at the Chanel boutique on 
Bloor Street May 24. 

A spokeswoman from 
Halifax's Crown Attorney's 
office said yesterday 
she understood Carvery 
would come back to Halifax 
to face charges before deal¬ 
ing with the Toronto 
charges.

Famed sailor 
founded Clipper 
Round the World

Ask Robin Knox-Johnston 
why on earth he would 
want to risk life and limb to 
sail around the world by 
himself without stopping 
and he'll give you a simple 
answer. 

"Because it hadn't been 
done." 

Knox-Johnston left Eng¬ 
land in 1968 with nine other 
sailors attempting to be the 
first to circumnavigate the 
globe by themselves. When 
he arrived back 312 days 
later, after braving every¬ 
thing from sharks to storms, 
he was the only one still 


going. 

Knox-Johnston is in Hali¬ 
fax this week as part of an¬ 
other trip around the world 
— the Clipper 07/08 Round 
the World yacht race. Knox- 


Johnston founded the race 
in the mid-90's as a way for 
non-sailors to experience the 
excitement he did. 

"There are a lot of people 
out there who would love to 


do it but they haven't got 
enough money to buy a boat, 
or haven't enough confi¬ 
dence," Knox-Johnston, who 
was knighted in 1995, said 
of his mindset while found¬ 


ing the race. 

He figured if he provided 
the boat and a skipper, peo¬ 
ple would want to get in¬ 
volved. So far he's been 
right.

On Sunday the ten boats 
in this year's race landed in 
Halifax. Each yacht carries 
up to 20 people and only the 
skipper is a professional 
sailor. The rest of the crew is 
made up of people from all 
walks of life, ranging from 
being in their 20's to their 
60's. 

"Forty per cent of the peo¬ 
ple (who sign up) have never 
sailed before," he said. "I say 
to them, 'if you want to do it 
enough, you'll do it.

ceived cash com¬ 
pensation. 

"I think the public act of 
apologizing is more impor¬ 



tant than any money given," 
said Violet Paul, who is help¬ 
ing to organize a 'letting go' 
ceremony and march to¬ 
morrow at the Shube- 
nacadie Residential School 
site. 

"It's admitting they did 
something wrong." 

It will be an emotional 
day, she said, and Harper's 
apology is what victims 
need to heal. 

Vincent Toney, 
70, said it's not 
Harper from 
whom he wants 
an apology. 

Toney was only 
six-years-old 
when police took 
him and his 
younger sister to the school.

The walls are just one 
part of a $400 million agree¬ 
ment to clean up the tar 
ponds and coke ovens by 
2014.

Soaring fuel costs

Gas prices ain't pretty these 
days, and the government 
hopes people getting fed up 
will ditch their cars. 

"Owning a car is by far the 
most expensive form of 
transportation that you can 
use," said Gina Patterson, 
who created a list of summer 
driving tips for Conserve 
Nova Scotia for those who 
need to use cars. 

They include: 

» Take care of multiple er¬ 
rands at once to cut down on 
driving trips. 

» Try to use alternative 
transportation like bikes or 
walking. 

» Try to drive at non-peak 
times so you aren't stuck in 
rush hour traffic. 

» Try carpooling. You can 
use HRM's new site, 
www.hrmsmarttrip.ca to 


find partners. 

» It takes about ten sec¬ 
onds of idling to use as much 
fuel as it does to restart your 
car — so turn it off whenever 
it's practical. 


» Smooth, steady acceler¬ 
ation is key. A lead foot 
wastes gas. 

» Use your momentum and 
coast to slow down. You can 
save as much as 35 per cent 


of fuel by not always tapping 
the break and gas peddles. 

» Optimize your aerody¬ 
namics. Above 50km/hr keep 
the windows and sun roof 
closed and use air condition¬ 


ing instead. 

» Try to park in the shade so 
less air conditioning is needed.

A EE.I. man is hoping to see 
thousands of dollars in reim¬ 
bursement from the govern¬ 
ment of Canada after his 
Halifax lawyer filed a proposed 
class action lawsuit last week.

As a member of the RCMP, 
Buote was required to partic¬ 
ipate in the force's long term 
disability plan and he says the 
government has wrongly 
withheld thousands of dollars 
in pension money because 
he's on the disability plan.

Vote gives new 
powers to minister 

Sweeping — and controver¬ 
sial — immigration reforms 
that will shake up the way 
Canada chooses its newcom¬ 
ers passed a final vote in the 
Commons last night. 


Bill C-50 passed 121-90 
last night despite the criti¬ 
cism of opposition parties, 
including the Liberals, who 
said they were opposed to the 
changes, but didn't vote in 
sufficient numbers to actu¬ 
ally defeat the legislation — 
a deliberate move to avoid 


sparking an election. 

Under the changes, Immi¬ 
gration Minister Diane Finley 
will have the power to issue 
"instructions" to her depart¬ 
ment to give priority to cate¬ 
gories of immigrants whose 
job skills are in demand in 
Canada. At the same time, 


she would have the power to 
refuse applications in other 
categories. NDP Leader Jack 
Layton said if Finley is truly 
interested in cutting the 
backlog of more than 900,000 
applicants, she should deploy 
more staff to the busiest of¬ 
fices.

Necropolis from 
Roman-era found 


Burial site gives 
rare glimpse into 
lives of the poor 

Archaeologists have discov¬ 
ered a nearly 2,000-year- 
old, intact necropolis on the 
outskirts of Rome that gives 
a rare insight into the lives 
of poor labourers in the 
Roman era. 

The simple burial com¬ 
plex, dating to the 1st and 
2nd century A.D. when the 
Roman empire was at its 
height, held about 320 tombs 
bearing well-preserved 
skeletal remains and arti¬ 
facts like lamps and jew¬ 
ellery to accompany the dead 
into the after-life. 

Archaeologists yesterday 
hailed the discovery as sig-

The human remains un¬ 
earthed were predomi¬ 
nantly male and displayed 
the effects of back-breaking 
work in humid conditions, 
suggesting they were likely 
workers at port facilities.

Obama wants oil profit tax

Kirke truthful about Burke 


I t’s so darned obvious, eh? Ron 
Wilson is hired as the Maple 
Leafs’ new coach and his boy¬ 
hood chum, Brian Burke, will 
eventually escape from his general 
manager’s office with the Ana¬ 
heim Ducks to become the newest 
chief of the woebegone organiza¬ 
tion. 

The two then will put their 
heads together in hopes of finish¬ 
ing four decades of feeble futility. 
The only problem with all this? 
It ain’t true. Not yet, anyway. 

I know because Gord Kirke 
looked straight into my eyes over 
breakfast and told me there is no 
concrete plan for the Leafs to re¬ 
cruit Burke. Were anybody else on 
the planet telling me there’s no 
merit to the Wilson-Burke theory, I 
wouldn’t believe them. Kirke, how¬ 
ever, is the man retained by the 
Leafs to find their new boss and, 


more importantly, is 
irrefutably the most 
honest and scrupu¬ 
lous individual I’ve 
met in 30 years of 
covering professional 
sports. He’s different. 

He’s a lawyer, but he 
isn’t a liar. He’s ami¬ 
cable, yet relentlessly 
tightlipped. He does 
what’s best for his clients — 
whether they’re players, execu¬ 
tives, journalists, the Blue Jays or 
the Leafs — even if it means becom¬ 
ing a target of castigation himself. 

And, indeed, Gord’s become 
something of a human punching 
bag, as his initial plans to quickly 
hire a new GM became a slower 
process, with twists and turns. TV 
loudmouth Don Cherry decided to 
deride Kirke publicly. And fans are 
lambasting him on the Internet, 


questioning his wis¬ 
dom and approach. 

I assure you 
there’s method to his 
madness, though. He 
won’t divulge de¬ 
tails, of course, but 
others will, and 
here’s what they tell 
me: 

Ultimately, Burke 
may indeed become the Leafs’ GM, 
but there’ll be no Kirke-Burke con¬ 
tact until it’s legal. Ditto for other 
established GMs, including Ken 
Holland, Jim Rutherford, Doug 
Wilson and David Poile. Kirke at¬ 
tempted to speak to all five NHL 
mavens in recent months but was 
denied permission. Yet all five will 
be contractually free after next 
season. 

Kirke will interview them then. 
If Burke gets out of his Anaheim 


deal sooner, which is certainly pos¬ 
sible, Kirke will contact him then. 
But he won’t upset the NHL with 
surreptitious pursuit. 

In the meantime, Cliff Fletcher 
will be the Leafs’ interim GM and 
will hire an assistant, possibly 
Doug Gilmour. And Kirke will con¬ 
tinue his search for as long as nec¬ 
essary. 

And, no, he’s not deliberately 
dragging on the process to remain 
on the Leafs’ payroll. He receives a 
one-time fee from them, regardless 
of how long the search takes. It’s 
just that he’d like to do the job 
right. 

Sure, the Wilson-Burke tandem 
may become reality in Toronto but 
it’s by no means a done deal yet. 
Honestly.

Halifax closing in on WJC bid 


City takes final step in 
effort to host tourney

Metro Halifax 

Fred MacGillivray is hanging his hat on 
Halifax's track record in his bid to 
bring a world hockey championship to 
the Metro Centre for the fourth time in 
the past eight years. 

The Trade Centre Ltd. president and 
CEO led a joint Halifax-Moncton bid 
presentation for the 2010 IIHF world 
junior championship yesterday at the 


Westin Harbour Castle in Toronto, the 
final step in the bid process. 

Halifax has hosted three worlds in 
the past six years. The 2003 world jun¬ 
ior and 2004 world women's set atten¬ 
dance records, while last month's 
world men's was third all-time. 

"Having hosted three events, it's al¬ 
lowed us to showcase our abilities and 
there are no concerns from Hockey 
Canada or the IIHF about our ability to 
deliver," MacGillivray said. 

MacGillivray said his committee 
was "very pleased" with how the bid 
presentation went. Halifax and Monc¬ 
ton are in the running with a Manitoba 


bid from Winnipeg and Brandon and a 
Saskatchewan bid from Regina and 
Saskatoon. 

It was a much different experience 
for MacGillivray in 2003, when Hali¬ 
fax and Sydney made a pitch for the 
WJC. 

"That was our first opportunity ... 
We learned much from that exercise, 
we learned more during the women's 
worlds and even more during the men's 
worlds," he said. "We're optimistic. 
We'll wait and see who he's chosen. 

"Hopefully, it's Halifax." 

Having the 6,450-seat Moncton Col¬ 
iseum to co-host the event has 


strengthened Halifax's pitch, 
MacGillivray said. 

Regina and Saskatoon are also bid¬ 
ding for the 2012 world junior along 
with Tbronto and Calgary-Edmonton. 

The site selection committee will 
make a final recommendation to 
Hockey Canada's board of directors by 
the end of July. 

Russia won gold at the Metro Centre 
in 2003, beating Canada 3-2 in the 
gold-medal game. Halifax and Sydney 
smashed the attendance record that 
year, drawing 242,173, a mark that 
Vancouver eclipsed in 2006.

'Do your homework' 


Employers may 
offer incentives 
for students

P ost-secondary education 
is expensive — the aver¬ 
age program now costs 
nearly $4,400 per year, ac¬ 
cording to Statistics Canada 
— leaving many students 
wondering how to pay for it, 
and how to budget. 

"The most basic advice for 
someone going to university, 
or even community college, 
is to do some homework," 
says David Sidebottom, man¬ 
ager of financial aid services 
at the University of Toronto. 

The federal government 
provides postsecondary 
funding in two ways: The 
Canada Student Loans Pro¬ 
gram, and through each 
province. 

In Nova Scotia, residents 
can apply for two separate 
loans, one from the federal 
government and the other 
through Nova Scotia Student 
Assistance. 

Other options include ad¬ 
mission scholarships and 
bursaries. With bursaries, 
"you don't have to repay, but 
you do need to apply, demon¬ 


strate you have financial 
need, and be very aware of 
deadlines," says Sidebottom. 
Every university and college 
also has a work study pro¬ 
gram — part-time jobs on 
campus that usually pay 
around $2,000 during the 
school year. 

For students pursuing a 
Master's degree or Ph.D., 
"they need to begin looking 
for funding a year before 
they begin," Sidebottom 
says. 

Continuing education stu¬ 
dents, who often work, have 
options as well. 

"CE students should check 
with their employer to see if 
there's any incentive for tak¬ 
ing a course," says Holsee 
Sahid, manager of financial 
aid at Humber College. "If 
you pass they'll sometimes 
refund you." 

If a continuing education 
program is available full¬ 
time, students taking the 
part-time equivalent will 
usually qualify for a govern¬ 
ment loan. Many colleges 
offer continuing education 
bursaries as well.

Dylan’s art 
on display 


B ob Dylan, revered as a 
singer, songwriter, au¬ 
thor and poet, is also 
an experienced artist, a new 
exhibition of his paintings 
shows. 

The Halcyon Gallery in 
central London has put on 
display dozens of works by 
the 67-year-old musician, 
mainly vibrant versions in 
water colour and gouache of 
a series of drawings he cre¬ 
ated between 1989 and 1992 
while on tour and in studios. 

The works were published 
in 1994 in a book called 
Drawn Blank, and years later 
Dylan revisited the series 
after a curator at an art 
gallery in Chemnitz, Ger¬ 
many, approached him. 

The original drawings 
were digitally scanned and in 
some cases enlarged before 
Dylan re-worked them using 
different colour schemes. 

The result is "The Drawn 
Blank Series," a collection of 
everyday scenes including 
train tracks, portraits, sun¬ 
flowers, wrecked cars, 
trucks, still lifes and semi¬ 
erotic images of a bare- 
breasted woman or sisters in 
various stages of undress. 

Dylan has consistently re¬ 
sisted interpreting his work, 
be it music or art. 

Speaking in the 1990s, 
Dylan explained: "The pur¬ 
pose of my drawings is very 
undefined. They're very per¬ 
sonal drawings." And in an 
interview with the Times 


newspaper to publicize the 
London show, he said any 
similarities with other, better 
known artists was "just by 
accident and instinctive." 

Dylan also took a swipe at 
the music industry. 

"The music worlds a 
made-up bunch of hypocriti¬ 
cal rubbish," he told the 
Times. 'And the art world? ... 
Basically, they are who they 
say they are. They don’t pre¬ 
tend. And having been in the 
music world most of my life, 
I can tell you it’s not that way. 
Let’s just say it’s less... digni¬ 
fied." Paul Green, president of 
Halcyon Gallery, said he be¬ 
lieved Dylan had captured 
"life in its everyday grittiness 
— it is what it is. 

"Take the "Train Tracks' se¬ 
ries — you look at that image 
and it is what we all do every 
day of our lives." 

He likened Dylan's series, 
with their radically different 
colour schemes, to Impres¬ 
sionist greats like Claude 
Monet, who also painted 
variations on the same 
theme. 

"He (Dylan) is one of the 
great figures of the 20th cen¬ 
tury and this is an explosion 
of artistic creativity. All 
artists go through it." 

According to Green, a col¬ 
lector plans to buy a large 
number of Dylan's originals 
in order to exhibit them 
around the world. He would 
not name the individual.

It finished No. 1 in 13 of 
the new territories, with 
Australia ($7.7 million) lead¬ 
ing the pack.

Giamatti plays Adams as

healthy ego nonetheless 
surprised at how history 
and greatness keep tugging 
him into the centre ring. 
Adams was a complicated 
man, given the unenviable 
job of following George 
Washington into the presi¬ 
dency, aware of how he’d 
always be judged as lack¬ 
ing next to so clearly 
heroic a figure. Giamatti is 
perfectly cast as the small 
man on a big stage, as is 


Laura Linney as his wife 
Abigail, quite literally his 
better half emotionally 
and intellectually. 

Watching this carefully 
assembled and undeniably 
dramatic story play out 
over nearly 10 hours, one 
can’t help but wonder that 
Canada has never found a 
way to do anything similar 
on the life of Alexander 


Mackenzie, never mind 
John A. Macdonald. (Our 
second and first prime 
ministers respectively, for 
the historically illiterate.) 
There have been feints, but 
nothing on this scale, or 
with this sort of visual dis¬ 
tinctiveness. 

In a “making of’ bonus 
feature, director Tom 
Hooper talks about his dili-

gence in making sure his 
crew didn’t lapse into the 
habit — drilled into them 
by years of experience — of 
making the actors look too 
pretty. His late-i8th and 
early-igth century is a 
grimy, dirty place, and a 
dermatological wasteland, 
judging by the close-ups.
